The  project  site  occupies  a 36,098  square  foot  (sf)  lot  that  fronts  both  Tennessee  Street  and  Minnesota 
Street,  approximately  100  feet  south  of  20th  Street,  in  San  Francisco's  Potrero  Hill  and  Dogpatch 
neighborhoods.  The  project  would  demolish  the  existing  one-story  plus  mezzanine,  31,883  sf  light 
industrial  building  and  construct  a four-story,  40-foot  tall  residential  building.  The  project  site  is  within 
the  Dogpatch  Historic  District. 


The  proposed  134,332  sf  building  would  have  108  dwelling  units  (33  studios,  31  one-bedroom  units,  and 
44  two-bedroom  units)  above  a 31,140  sf  basement-level  parking  garage  that  would  accommodate  94 
vehicles  in  conventional  spaces  and  stackers,  as  well  as  102  Class  I bicycle  parking  stalls.  The  garage 
entrance  would  be  on  Minnesota  Street.  The  project  would  provide  a 30-foot-wide,  publicly  accessible 
mid-block  passage  between  Tennessee  Street  and  Minnesota  Street  along  the  entire  south  side  of  the 
building  adjacent  to  the  lot  line,  a 3,810  sf  inner  courtyard/garden  at  the  center  of  the  U-shaped  building, 
and  a 4,600  sf  rooftop  deck.  The  lobby  would  be  located  at  the  center  of  the  building  along  the  mid-block 
passage,  accessible  from  both  Tennessee  Street  and  Minnesota  Street.  In  addition,  there  would  be 
individual  entrances  to  ground  floor  units  facing  Tennessee  Street,  Minnesota  Street,  and  the  mid-block 
passage.  Landscaping  improvements  include  planting  approximately  23  trees  along  the  project  street 
frontages  and  mid-block  passage.
